They crossed over to the Eastern 
shore to their present home site. | 
Later they bought the land. for 
homés and for farming. 

The crystal cleat water 
brought by pails from the lake into 
the homes for cooking and bathing 
The lake shore or “Ridge” 
high ground shaded by large cy- 
press trees, trails or paths were | 
used to visit the neighbors Beyond 
the ridge the muck land was cov- 
ered by a growth of custard apples, 
farther out willows and elders grew 
and beyond these were miles} 
of sawgrass. All supplies had to he 
purchased in Ft. Myers and this 
took a week,to make a trip. 

By 1914 there were many set- 
tlers here and no school his father 
was chosen to go to the county 
court house in West, Palm Beach to į 
apply for a teacher. He had to go 
by boat down the Hillsboro Canal 
to Ft. Lauderdale then by tra 
back to West Palm Beach. Miss 
Amanda Snyder of West “Palm 
Beach was hired to come out and 
teach in the little oneroom school | 
house next door to their home. 
(This site is where his home now! 
stands.) ý 

All the children up the ridge at- 
tended this school, even, hẹ was 
allowed to attend although he was 
only four years of age. Several 
years later another school was 
opened about two miles north of his 
home, on the Hart property, (now 
a part of the Brisco Estate) with 
Miss Lulu Barfield as their teacher. 
Miss Lulu Barfield now. lives bn 
Barfield Highway in Pahokee. He 
went to this school in the fifth 
grade about the year of 1920. The 
following year all the pupils went

to Canal Point and attend hool į 
in a Baptist Church building, near 
the present school building. 

1922 the first brick structure 
was erected and was called tne | 
first high school in Canal Point. 


The building was made of poor ma- 
teria] and soon had to be replaced. 
He recalled al] the events in the 
history of the Canal Point Schools 
up to 1928, the time ‘of his gradua- 
tion. Several years later the hig: 
school was moved to Pahokee. 

He gave a brief history of the 
first roads. Conners Highway was 
completed from Okeechobee to 
West Paim Beach in 1925. Railroad 
Was built through Okeechobee to| 
Sand Cut in 1923 the following year 
it was brought on to Canal Point 
and the train was known as “The 
Black Satchel.” Years later when 
the road was built around the lake 
to Clewiston a bus load of school 
children attended the Canal Point 
High School for a term or two. 

His father bought a pump and 
laid pipes to the lake for. their 
water supply and this pump is still 
being used, although some parts of 
it have been replaced many times.
